Newly amended claim 23 (and thus all claims depending therefrom) are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claim 23 as originally presented was limited to the specie where the 
pressure wifliin the substrate remains constant (see last line of original claim 23). Claim 23 has been ammded so that the pressure 
changes and/or can change. A changing pressure and a constant pressure are two mutually exclusive species/inventions. It would 
place an serious burden on the Office to now search and examine this species that is now presented for the first time. 
Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 23-28 and 30-36 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) andMPEP § 821.03. Accordingly, since there are 
no claims which are directed to the originally presented species (nor any claim generic th^eto), the amendment filed on 8 November 
2004 is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03).
